SUICIOINQ BY STA RVATION. 

A Bather RawnnMa I«v* Mmt With n Sad 
fkiqnaL 

BosTOW, Nov. 7. — A young Polish 
woman \» dying in Boston on a<.'(:ount of 
faithlessness of her lover. For two 
weeks past tdie has refused take 
nourishment. She says she is de- 
termined to starve herself to death. She 
is Evelina Rmciswieh. When she came 
from I'oland two yean* ago. she had just 
tunied 20 yeais. She found employ- 
ment at saveial places. Her fktlier was 
a farmer, and slie was raised in Poland. 

One day a young man rode out from 
Warsaw and met Evelina. This had 
iH'en prearrtmged bv the parents. His 
father was a wool <faalerand hers a wool 
grower. They were frienda,- and find 
u]) • aohame to unite tbe families. The 
youAiT people were agreeable. Their 
.coijrse of true love ran ainoothly until 
thf^ years ago. Tlien the lover decidi d 
to try his fortune in America. He set- 
tled in a little fown In Illinois and began 
toi stndf medicine, working in a store a 
part ittf the year to secure enough money 
lo pay for hia education, his father send- 
ing more or less, as the omdition of his 
busines!! warranted. 

A vear after her knrsrten Warsaw Eve- 
linaaeqded to leave too. She lonmd to see 
him, and the onlv way she eomd do so 
was to come to Boston, where some of 
her father's friends were, and secure 
work, as her parents were unable to 
support her away from them. She had 
rather a vague idea of diatauoes in the 
United States. At any rate she would 
be nearer her lover than if ahe stayed in 
Warsaw. S<i she came, and for two 
years she lived in the hope that some 
day they wuuld Ixj married. The couple 
corresponded constantly. Last Jane ue 
roceived a final letter from Illinois. 
When she read it in the dining ro-.im 
she fell to the floor in a dead faint. 

The letter was the deathblow to the 
young woman's hopee. For six we^ 
the eirl k^pt at work, although her 
friends eouid see that .^he #as gnulually 
pilling away. Then she gave up and 
was compelled to take to her bed, where 
night after night she prayed tiiat death 
might release her from her sttfferlngs. 
The releaae did not come, however, and 
two weeks ago she annoBuced to her 
attendant that she was fljOing to starve 
herself to death. Sinoe then oer phyHi- 
cian has been unable to indoof her to 
take food, and slowly her life la ebbing 
away.

DCNVRit, Nov. 7.— Fire started in the 
rear of M. I. Todd's lumber yard on 
Ninth and Laramie streets, at 11 o'clock, 
Wednesday night, and notwithstanding 
the efforts of the fire department, which 
waa promptly on hand, the flames had 
spread nearly all over the yard before 
tno water oonld be turned on. The 
flames miiokly passed to the, St. Elmo 
hotel, Meyers' Liquor compaiiy and 
CLeaiy's drug stoi-e, while a nuiuber of 
small raddeucee just across the ally were 
given op to the flames. 

The entire block between Ninth and 
Tenth streets and Laramie and Market 
was destroyed. One unknown man was 
burned to death in the hotel. It wan re- 
ported that another man end two chil- 
drui were caught in the same building 
and burned to death. The truth of this 
rumor will not be known until the in- 
mates of the hotel are accounted for. 
The cause of the fire is not known. The 
loss could not be estimated Wednesday 
mriit, hut will probably he over $100,-

The crowd soon gathered aronnd his 
form as it lay in front of the police 
iAoe.

The first shot passed through his body 
and the second tarouyh the face, either 
Sf V.^^ IKQ^ld l)ave proved fatal. He 
waa stui i^tsping when the crowds 
began gathering. Uis right hand pocket 
•was tnnied half outKide, indicating tliat 
he bad his hand in his pocket when he 
approached the chief of police. A gold 
hewded cane lay by his side. He ga-sjicd 
fw probably teu or filtteu ininutea after 
he was shot. 

Cliiof Cxciald. soon after tho shootiii 
entered his otli( (>, and jMi.-.siiiti out of tho 
rear door, got in a buggy and waa 
driven to the sliei iff's omoe, where he 
gave hini.self up. 

A ciii-ojicr'H jury of in(lut■^■t was em 
paneled to inve«tigate the killing, and 
gave a verdiot in aooord*noe With the 
above facts.

I quarantine at 11:46 Wednesday night, 
•ftw an exceedingly rough prssage ut 
over seven days' duration.

Stan- 
ley, headM by Col. 'Finley Anderson, 
boarded th.^ Teutonic at quarantine to 
welcome the great explorer. iSx.

The ojiief Idea of tht; present cong 
is to do awav with ths three-cluli plan, 
and have only two clubs for each ci^, 
with one for Brooklyn, lKH.-«UBe of its 
proximity to N<,w vork. To do this it is 
neces-sai y for the Plavers' League pe<^le 
to consolidate with the others, and so 
keen intact two organizations. The 
backei-s or cajiitAjists have talked the 
matter over, and although they liavenot 
agreed upt^n any dofinit* plan of action, 
it is certain they will oppose the or- 
raiigemeut that prevailed last Rummer. 
In tiiis situation the members of the 
Players' Leaguo natunilly want to know 
what clnuico they have of "getting into 
the swim." or of organizing on their 
own behalf.

Francis Bnmell, who started the move- 
ment and is secretary. The New York- 
Brookh-n clubs are represented by prox- 
ies. The meeting was held with closed 
doors. The conference adjourned at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, and, although 
no resolution was passed, it was agreed 
that a Players' League shall l>o tng.in- 
ized for next year.
